Colorful Ceremony Seen 
As War Veterans Pre- 
sent Petitions to Congress 


OPPONENTS ACTIVE 


Reasons for Payment Are 


Expressed by Patman 


WASHINGTON, April 8— Pet- 


itions demanding cash payment of 
the remainder of the soldier's bon- 
us bearing names of 2,240,230 vet- 
erans and citizens were presented 
to leaders of Congress In a color- 
ful ceremony at the capital 
to- 


day. 


With a band playing stirring 


tunes of World War days and bu- 
gles emitting shrill blasts, spokes- 


en for the veterans unloaded the 


petitions from a van and carefully 
placed them on the capital steps. 


A bill for the payment of the 


bonus prepared by Senator Pat- 
man, Democrat of Texas 
would 


pay off the certificates in full-that 
is to pay their holders now the 
amount which 
otherwise 
would 


come to them on death or in 1945. 


ARGUMENTS MADE 


In support of the bill its pro- 


ponents argue; 


That 750,000 veterans 
holding 


certificates are now unemployed 
and need money badly. 


That it would put $2,000,000,000 


of additional money into circulat- 
ion-not by paying it into banks, 
railroads or in the hands of 
the 


wealth.;. 


That issuance of this additional 


currency would strengthen com- 
modity prices, thus aiding the com- 
modity producer, quicken trade and 
assist In resoration of prosperity. 
That the government, by paying 


tlw.pertificates^noWr would. As&%&, 
administrative expense ^fr%m "the 
present to 1945. 
That the veteran would be sav- 


ec* the payment of compound inter- 
est at 4 1-2 percent which he now 
pays the government on money he 
has borrowed on his certificates. 
This interest is to be paid when 
the certificate matures in 1945. 


OPPONENTS BUSY 


Opponents of the measure attack 


the plan of issuing additional cur- 
rency as being a violent and dang- 
erous measure of inflation. 


Then they point to what already

The government is now paying 


out Sl',000,000,000 a year for the 
benefit of veterans. 
It has paid $1,374,004,790 in in- 


surance. 
It has spent $644,960,808 for ed- 


ucation of the veterans. 
It has expended $420,011,705 giv- 


ing veterans medical and hospital 
care. 
That 683,110 World War veterans 
are now drawing monthly checks 
for total or partial disability from 
the government. 
That 534,431 veterans have been 


treated in government hospitals, 
since the war. 
That the government operates 


106 hospitals and homes for veter- 
ans, with 35,055 being cared for in 
hospitals and 19,264 in homes in 
1931. 
That any veteran can have free 


hospital treatment and free med- 
ical care any time at government 
expense.
